A LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT OF ARRL 
TO ALL AFFILIATED CLUBS 


The Federal Communications Commission has proposed to take one 
Megahertz of the amateur 220-MHz band and re-assign it for use by 
a "new" Citizens Radio Service to be known as "Class &". This 
proposal was prompted by a petition from the Electronic Industries 
Association. 


At the meeting of ovr ARRL Board of Directors last week, it was 
unanimously agreed that we amateurs should strenuously reject any 
approach that contemplates occupancy of the 220-MHz amateur band 
by the Citizens Banders, or by establishing a lower class of 
license. 


The League is of course filing strong opposition to the EIA and 

FCC proposal. But official Washington can be more effectively 

made aware of our feelings as amateurs if each one of us would 
address the Federal Communications Commission, Washington, 

D.C. 20554, expressing his view. It is most desirable that the 
required 14 copies be submitted, as this permits every Commissioner 
and senior staff member to have an individual copy for study...... 


eeeeetne deadline for filing with FCC is September 20.....Please 
point out to (your members) that this is their battle, too. Their 
favorite band may be next! But remember that calm, factual com- 
ment is what is required; emotional statements of simple opposition 
are not of much use. 


Whether or not we are successful in stopping this invasion of the 
amateur bands will depend .....on the extent of protest the 
Commission (and Congressmen) receive, Please do your part.
